if it did procure, or preſetue his Health: the former of , Ambr.

Now moſt of 

thoſe ko drinke, or pledge theſe Healthes (eſpecially, 

ſuch who haue any grace, or civility in them) doe ſecretly 

condemne them in their Tudgements : their Hearts, and 
Conſciences, doe ſecrerly diſtaſte them, and they doe euen 
condemne, and indge themſelues, when as they drinke, or 

pledge them: Wherefore, wee ſhould here abondon, and 
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diſclaime the very drinking, and pledging of theſe healths, 
becauſe the Iudgements, and Conſciences of thoſe that 
pledge them, doe oft times checke them, and condemne 
them for it. Laſtly, I would demand, but this queſtion of 
thoſe who make this Plea: Whether they are perſwaded in 
their Heartes, their Soules, and Conſciences, that thoſe 
who drinke, and pledge theſe Healthes, doe well, or no?
